cial hygiene more clearly established than 
another, itis that many epidemic diseases 
sre most readily disseminated by, and that 
some of them not untrequently owe their 
origin to the use of water contaminated by 
an admixture of sewage matter, In 18584 
virulent outbreak of Asiatic Cholera, which 
took place in the parish of St. James, 
Westminister, and whictr swept off near- 
ly onexfourth of the inhabitants of the in- 
fected district, wes distinctly traced te the 
infiltration of putrid matter from a cesspool 
100 feet distant from the well whieh sup. 
plied the neighborhood with water. 

Tn 1849 and 1854 convincing proots were 
afforded of the agency of impure water in 
promoting the spread of cholera, and in 
1866 it was distinctly traced to the con-

The pupils were not 
at home, and after speaking to Mrs. Collins 
she pansed down State Street, When opposite 
the residence of G, W, Black she meta man 
named Mosher, who noticed her dress was on 
fire, aud called to her, Btating the fact 
"When Miss Ryon discovered her condition 
she ran across the street, screaming fire, 
Mr. Mosher, Henry Kelley and others en- 
deavored to strip off her clothing, which by 
this time was completely enveloped in a sheet 
of flame, which reached three feet above her 
head, Jerry Golden come out of his house 
with a quilt,which the men Fess Wrapped 
around her to smother the fame, Mrs, W. 
W. Houghton threw out a woollen blanket, 
but with all thelr efforta the fire was not 
extinguished till her clothingnoluding every 
article, was consumed.
